For instance, blue gill taken 
from the Mississippi river at Fanport, 
Ia., contained only one-tenth the iodine 
per pound found in Spanish mackerel, 
Among the fresh water fish.that con- 
tsined more than the average iodine for 
the class were black bass, white fish, 
pickerel, blue gills, and carp.. But the 
amount of iodine in fresh water fish de- 
pended a good deal on the waters in 
which they were caught. Potomac fish 
seemed to average higher tn iodine than 
did fish from Lake Erie or from the 
Mississippi river.

Chicago, Oct. 20.~—In the McCutcheon 
cartoon printed today on the first page 
of Tun TRIBUNE, a man appears answer- 
ing Senator La Follette’s proposal for 
an amendment “ authorizing congress to 
pass laws over a decision of the Su- 
preme court” with the followigg clearly 
incorrect statement: 

“That would give New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Illinois the power to outvot: 
every state west of the Mississippi.“ 
In the senate of the United States, 
New York, Pennsylvania and  Ulinois 
each have two votes, a total of six. The 
twenty-two states west of the Mississippi 
have each two votes, a total of forty- 
four. 

No law can pass congress except with 
the approval of at least a majority of 
the senate, as well as a mujority of the 
house, and a constitutional amendment 
requires two-thirds of each. 

The constitution. provides that not 
éven an amendment may be adopted de- 
priving a state of equal representation 
in the senate, the language reading: 
“No state without its consent shall 
be deprived of its equal suffrage in the 
senate.” 

There is no possible method wheeby 
any form of amendment “authorizing 
congress to pass laws over a decision 
of the Supreme court” could give three 
states the power to outvote twenty-two 
states. 

I have discussed with Senator La Fol- 
jette the reasons for and the form of 
such an amendment as he favors. on 
many occasions, and I have never heard 
him make any proposal that would in 
any way justify your cartoon. I re- 
alize it is hard for a newspaper to avoid 
some misrepresentation of opposing 
views, but I believe that honest journal- 
ism requires correction of such a con- 
spicuous, flagrant misrepresentation as 
that involved in today's cartoon, which 
I think must have been a pure mistake 
which you will be glad to correct. 

I might add that the twenty-two states 
west of the Mississippi have 131 votes 
in. the house of representatives, and 
Pennsylvania, New York and Illinois 
have a total of 100.

PEKING, Oct. 24.—With the restora- 
tion of the telegraph service between 
Peking and Tientsin this afternoon it 
developed that Gen. Feng Yu-hsianz, 
the Christian general who deserted 
Gen. Wu. Pei-fu and seized Peking, has 
eight brigades surrounding the capital 
against any attempt at recapture, 

It is also reported that Shantung 
and Shansi troops are moving towards 
Tientsin to cut off Gen. Wu and it is 
Announced that Gen, Feng holds the 


Tlentein railway as far as Tangshan. 


The twenty-four hour notice sent by 
the powers demanding that the Chi- 
nese government operate the Peking- 
Tientsin train expired at 5 o'clock 
‘without a reply. Consequently, the 
diplomatic body is meeting tonight, de- 
bating on whether to send a strong 
y train from Tientsin, since for- 
tigners in Peking otherwise are cut 
of. The American school at Tung- 
‘chow. twelve miles east of Peking, hat 
appealed for a marine guard. The ma- 
rines were denied a pass through the 

gates. 

| Americans Mount Guns.

The dramatic suddenness with whict. 
Peking was captured, coupled with the 
treachery to his superior by China's 
Christian general at the moment of a 
life and death struggle before Shan- 
haikwan, form a skeleton upon which 
a hovelist some day will build a master - 
piece. 

Gen. Feng’ coup d'état, wherein he 
seized Peking early Thursday morn- 
ing, was the result of codperation be- 
tween twenty generals comprising the 
bulk of the second and third armies. 
This left Gen. Wu only a third of the 
original force desperately locked with 
the Manchufian foe, with only flight or 
retreat before him — this at a time 
when China's chief war lord seemed 
about to assume the offensive against 
Gen. Chang.

The Christian general held a council 
outside the city with his fellow con- 
spirators, including Gen. Sun Yao, com- 
manding the Fifteenth brigade, which 
has been policing Peking. After a brief 
fight at the gates, a brigade of the 
Eleventh division entered Peking at 5 
o'clock, at once cutting the railways, 
telegraphs, and telephones. The Six- 
teenth brigade, which offered some re- 
sistance, was overcome and disarmed, 
while the Fifteenth brigade went over 
to. the conspirators, patrolling the 
streets. 

Gen. Feng’s troops took strong po. 
Sitions throughout the city and upon 
the walls. Barricades were erected 
of carts and sand bags by sunrise, 
while all the rest of Thursday Gen. 
Peng’s troops, with thousands of cam- 
els, streamed into the city, occupying 
all open spaces.
